SUFFER BADLY 


U ndoubtedly the greatest dam age b y 
the flood w as suffered by the railroad 
com panies, hundreds of feet of tia rk be­ 
in g w ashed out, traffic being cut off, 
bridges 
and 
even 
buildings 
being 
■washed aw ay by the raging torrents 
w hich increased in fury as the rains ap ­ 
proached the 
proportions 
of a cloud­ 
burst. 


A bout a quarter 
of a m ile 
below 
K elker 
th e Rio Grande 
track s w ere 
«w ept aw ay like leaves before an au ­ 
tum n w ind, and three-quarters of a m ile 
o f track w as w ashed out. So great w as 
the volum e of w ater that the m ain body 
o f the ptream could not contain it and 
th e flood cu t out an entirely new ch an ­ 
nel for itself, hew ing it w ay down into 
the earth to a depth of 30 feet. The old 
bridge near K elker rem ains, but w here 
the creek took its new course the rail­ 
road com pany w ill be com pelled to build 
a new bridge of great length in order 
to g et over 
the stream 
and a long 
stretch of treacherous bottom land. 


Quite as serious in its results is the 
w ash ou t on the sam e road below F ou n ­ 
tain, at the station called B uttes. There 
the w ater 
spread for m ilfs 
over the 
prairie, and is said to have reached at 
tim es a depth of five feet, w hile the 
rushing w aters carried away- not gnly 
the bridge, but the pump house and the 
section house, and moved the staiion 
from its foundations. 
Here it w ill be 
necessary to build a 100-foot bridge, as 
w ell as to do an enorm ous am ount of 
fillin g and grading. 


G eneral Superintendent Kagan of the 
T) & R. G. w ith a forte of from 200 to 
300 m en has been on the scene of action 
since early yesterd ay afternoon and w ill 
work night and day to repair the d am ­ 
age w hich the storm has w rought, but it 
will be fu lly 24 hours before a train can 
be run over the line to Pueblo.

Caracas is the capitol, which occupies 
an entire square, or an area of over 
two acres. It contains the halls where 
both chambers of the national con­ 
gress assemble and numerous court 
rooms and offices. 
Connected with 
this building is the Ifeaeral palace, 
having an 
elliptical 
hall which is 
unique in design. 
This hall is de­ 
voted to public receptions. 
It con­ 
tains portraits of the presidents of 
the republic commencing with Boli­ 
var and ending with Castro, the pres­ 
ent incumbent. 


The dome over this hall, also ellip­ 
tical in shape, contains a beautiful 
fresco of the battle 
of 
Carabobo, 
which was fought on June 25, 18^2, 
and which resulted in the downfall of 
Spanish power in Venezuela and the 
ultim ate freedom of the country from 
the Spanish yoke.

Venezuela means in English "Little 
Venice,” a name that was originally 
given to an Indian village composed 
of pile dwellings on the Gulf of Mara>- 
caibo, and which finally extended to 
the entire country. 
The country is a 
vast one, some 600,000 square miles 
being claimed by the government. As 
is well known, however, some of this 
territory is in dispute. 
As the pop> 
ulation is only about 2,9O0,0QQ, It 'will 
be seen that there is no ladk of breath­ 
ing spaoe In Venezuela a® the density 
of population i? but four to the square 
mile. 


The most populous portions of ..Ven­ 
ezuela a*e the valley# betvraeu the 
ranges of m ountains which parallel 
the coast, known 
aB 
the Maritime 
Andes of Venezuela. The altitudes of 
these valleys range from 1,500 to 3,000 
feet and give the regkm an equable 
climate which is largely free from 
the fevers and m iasm as of the low 
coast regions, 
wlthta these valleys 
lie the oities of Caracas and Valencia, 
the first and second cities of the 
oountry, and num erous other Bmalier 
towns and villages. 


It is through these valleys that our 
railroad threads its way, now high up 
the mountain side running along on a 
m ere sjhelf that has been ewt out of 
the rocky slope, and now down In the 
valley, beside 
the

flowing 
stream , with the high mountains tow­ 
ering above in all directions,

wIn th e early M anhattan days old Jacob W eaver dealt with the 
Indians. 
H e bought their furs by weight. 
He persuaded them that 
his foot weighed one pound, and his hand a half pound.

imagine how much his foot and his hand weighed when all the ener­ 
gies of his soul and muscles were devoted to cheating the Indians. 
This old M anhattanite was typical of the treatm ent by capitalists 
against which labor has been, and still is, fighting. 


“ One hundred years ago in th ese glorious United States men, 
women and children, no m atter how young or how old, worked on an 
average 13 and 14 hours per day. 
Many were compelled to work It? 
hours a day. {The labor union battle only has changed these hours. 
W ite v e r its occasional excesses, has not the labor union cause 
ju stice for a foundation? 


“ T h e A m erican Revolution was a rebellion of the prosperous 
- class against foreign domination. It gave the American working men 
freedom from English domination, but little else. 


“ In 1800 our glorious freedom had been won. HUT EVERY 
AMERICAN LABORING WAN OR MECHANIC BEGAN W ORK AT 
4 O’CLOCK IN T H E MORNING. 
A t 10 a, m. they had an hour for 
luncheon, a t 3 an hour for dinner, and then they worked till dark. 


“In 1836 even, women and young children began work in some of 
the factories a t 4:30 in the morning. 
Only the labor unionists, 
struggling incessantly, ended this barbarism. 
Today the average 
length of a m an's toil In all factories is less than in hours. 
Even 
sweat-shop w orkers, when organized, work only Ti!> hours per week. 


“T h e plutocrat confines patriotism to himself, and says the union 
m an cares only for his union. 
W ’hen the civil w ar broke out. nearly 
all th e unions in the North were broken up owing to the great num ­ 
ber of enlistments. 
A Philadelphia union of mechanics enlisted in a 
body, a n d th e secretary made this entry in his book: 


“ ‘It having been resolved to enlist with Uncle Sam for this 
war, this organization stands adjourned until either the Union is 
safe o r we are whipped.’ 


“T he founder and first president of the International Cigar 
m akers Union enlisted and was killed in battle. 
The American Iron­ 
w orkers Union forged the great iron chain stretched across th<=* 
Hudson a t W est Point in 1778. 
Again and again, but in vain, the 
English tried to break it. 
The weight of this chain was 1S6 tons. 
Union men worked niglit and day for six weeks to forge and place it. 


"W hen the shoemakers of Lynn struck in I860 Abraham Lincoln 
said : 


“ ‘Thank God w'e have a system of labor where there can be a 
strike. 
W hatever the pressure, there is a point where the working 
man may 


“ Lincoln knew what work m eant. 
Callous spots inside his hand 
showed until the day of his death how energetically he had swung 
an axe. 
W as not his opinion of value, as valuable at least as that 
of the man whose h ardest w ork is shaking hands with voters? 


“The general plutocratic impression is th a t wrong is always on 
the side of the strikers. 
A famous corporation lawyer in 1887 said 
to a labor leader: 


“ ‘W e have hired anarchists to be m embers of your unions, so 
th a t they m ight stir up the devil and bring discredit upon your whole 
movement.’ 


“A fter a g re a t railway strike it was proved th a t railroad com­ 
panies h a d hired ruffians to set fire to a lot of wornout freight 
' cars, th a t th e railroads m ight claim damages and turn public opinion 
against th e strikers. 
T here was not the stress of poverty, the mad­ 
dening influence of suffering wives and children to palliate these 
particular erlmes. 


“I a th is fiountry, in 1633, a law was passed which said that all 
"master w orkm en' should be paid not more than 48 cents a day, or 
28 cents a day a n d board. Is it not fortunate that labor unions have 
forever destroyed such legislation as this? 


“J o h n Martin, of Braintree, Mass.. broke the American record for 
w ag e earning capacity. From 1697 to 1711 he earned $1 per day. 
He 
is said to have been th e first working main in the world who com­ 
pelled capital to pay him such a high rate. 
W hat was then tne 
m ax im u m Is now th e minimum, THANKS TO UNIONS. 


‘‘You have a vague idea th a t America has always been, for 
6omo m ysterious reason, a heaven for workingmen. 
Listen to some 
' 
facts:' 


“ T h e city, of W ashington was built by workmen who got not 
m ore th a n 50 cents a day. 
Diggers, choppers, hod carriers got $70 a 
year, w orking from sunrise to sunset. 
Compositors at the same time 
got as m u ch as $8 a week; this was thought very extravagant. 
They 
g o t th is high pay, first, because only educated men could set type, 
an d second, because they were persistently striking. 
It was their 
custom in those days to have a strike once a year. 
They get $30 
a w eek now ,.and they are able to support their families decently. 


“A s ‘recently as 1844, in New Hampshire, factory girls worked 
from 5 in th e morning till 7 at night, with la minutes for breakfast 
and 30 m inutes for dinner. They were paid from $1.25 to $2 a week. 
P ersisten t labor union fights have changed this. 
The souls of the 
factory girls, unlike their bodies, were not neglected. 
They had to 
atten d church regularly or be discharged. 
This, combined with 
their w orking hours, prevented their wasting time in frivolity. 


“Unions are powerful and respected now, but they have had a long 
fight and it is not yet ended.* One hundred years ago it was against 
th e law to combine for higher wages. 
At the beginning of the cen­ 
tu ry some New York sailors struck for $14 a month. 
They hired a 
band and paraded. 
Their leader was arrested and locked up until 
th e strikers surrendered and promised to work for $10 a month. 


“A t this time Government employes in Washington struck for 
10 cents an hour. 
T hat was considered outrageous. 


T he shoem akers of Philadelphia forced their wages up as high 
as 511.50 a week in 1806. 
Their employers arrested a lot of them. 
T hey w ere declared “guilty of a combination to raise wages," and fined 
$8 each and costs. 


“In 1836 the Suprem e Court of New York declared trades unions 
unlawful, fweflty-one poor tailors, convicted of striking for higher 
wages, w ere fined $1,150 by a judge named Edwards. 


“An Irishm an a n d an Englishman-organized the first union of 
w eavers in F a ll River, They were sent to jail for two years for con­ 
spiracy. T h e Englishm an died in jail; the Irishman served his term, 
found him self blacklisted, and then went to congress. 
It is hard to 
b e a t iri§frinen. 


A t the beginning of this century, in America, only four «trikes 


were recorded, and wages were 50 cents a day. 
In the year 1886 
there were 1,411 strikes, and wages averaged three times as much.

CONGRESS SHOULD ACT IN THE ANTHRACITE COAL 
STRIKE. 


T 


HE anthracite coal strike in Pennsylvania has already been used as a 


pretext to advance the price of both "hard and soft coal" to the con­ 


sumers of the east. 
If that strike continues the price of all kinds of 


coal will be greatly advanced all over the country and if it should be a pro­ 
tracted strike every coal consumer in the land will be required to pay an ex­ 
orbitant price for his coal. 


It is therefore quite apparent that the strikers and the operators in P enn­ 
sylvania are not the only ones interested in the present controversy. 


Aside from the humane side of the question, which alone should be suffi­ 
cient to impel our national legislators to prompt and vigorous action, there is 
the question of the monetary interest of the entire public in the strike. 
Why 
should every coal consumer in the United States be compelled to stand the ex­ 
tortions of the owners of the coal mines of the United State's while some 
"public carriers” (?) in the east are attem pting to crush the legal and orderly 
coal mining labor unions and attempting to make their workmen perform their 
daily task at such a pittance that they can scarcely buy the necessaries of a 
1 miserable existence? 


Surely the great power of the tederal government can in some way be in­ 
voked to summarily stop such proceedings. 


Why is not the present a good time to pass a compulsory arbitration law 
for the settlement of all disputes between labor and capital? 


Wlhy is not the present an excellent time to define a “day” for all those 
who toil with their hands and to prescribe the minimum of wages that shall be 
paid to any such working people? 


Why is not the present an excellent time to take the preliminary steps to­ 
ward government ownership, or at least the strictest possible government con­ 
trol. of all public utilities? 


Why should not congress once in a century give the people some needed 
and helpful legislation instead of consuming most of the time of every session 
in passing appropriation bills, in debating far-fetched subjects and in passing 
private acts for the benefit of private corporations? 


With the “l.cef tniM" wringing exorbitant tributes from the people for 
tood, and with the "coal trust" preparing to levy excessive tribute1 for fuel, 
with no adequate state or national legislation to prevent such operations, why 
should congress not give some of its time to protecting the people against 
such unjust encroachments and oppressions? 


The United States have been unusually prosperous during the past five 
> ears but how little of this sort of unjust and excessiv e oppression it will take 
to break the arch of triumphal prosperity and to precipitate couditionf. <i.-> 
onerous as those of IS!',':. 


There is no doubt that by fair treatment ol all classes of our people in me 
industrial world and by united efforts we can continue for years to come to 
supply the world with its largest share of food stuffs and of manufactured 
products, and we can continue the most prosperous nation on the face of the 
earth. 


But that just Providence that presides oxer the destinies of nations will 
destroy us in our might if we permit of the oppression of the weak, or the on 
richment of the few by the starvation of the many, or the destruction of the 
laborer by the greed of the employer.

ENATOR DUBOIS of Idaho made a speech in the senate the other 
day on the Philippines bill. 
It was a much more sensible speech 
than some of those made recently by his fellow anti-expansionists, 
but in the course of his rem arks he said th a t he was opposed to 
ihc development of the Philippines because this country would find, if we 
keep on, that we arc building up competition for ourselves, and that the 
Filipinos will not only control their own m arket after a while, but they 
will prove serious competitors for us in the m arkets of Asia. 


Senator Dubois talks like one of th»' anti-American Tories of the time 
of King George 111. who were unwilling to have the American colonies 
develop any manufactures, shipbuilding or foreign trade of their own, be­ 
cause they wanted the colonies always to be dependent upon Great Britain. 
Possibly if one of those Tories were now to return to this earth he would 
be amazed at the proportions of Anglo-American commerce, and would 
realize that the profit to British manufacturers even now upon this trade be­ 
tween two g n a t nations is many times what it could ever have been il 
the colonies hail remained industrially subservient to Great Britain. 


Senator Dubois talks like some of the eastern congressmen that are 
even now trying to defeat, a national appropriation in aid of irrigation on the 
ground that the building up of the west will injure the east, that western 
farm ers with irrigation may be able lo undersell eastern farm ers without 
it. and that in the end western manufacturers will take the lead of their 
eastern competitors. 
If any of these obstructionists should be able to know 
the condition of affairs in the United States a hundred years hence they 
might be willing to admit that the marvelous development of the arid states 
will then have created a m arket for casterit goods many times greater 
than can ever be secured by the slow development along the present lines. 
But the chances arc, judging by what ts going on now, that these same 
obstructionists, if they live to be a hundred, will gain nothing in wisdom 
or discernment, and at the end of that time they will still be making anti­ 
expansion speeches and trying to stop the clock of national progress. 


The United States need have no fear of building up an industrial com­ 


petitor in the Philippines. 
Whatever u e can do to make the people oi those 
islands intelligent, skilled and enterprising in industry and commerce will 
redound to our benefit, as well as to their own. 
It may well tie that m

side ot which l.ondon, or Paris or New York will appear but a village, a

in unnecessary or ambitious wars or strained to the breaking point in tin 
effort to maintain immense armies and navies in times of peace. 


The superiority of the natural resources of the United States nas been 
made the most of through a social and political organization that has tended 
towards the rapid development ot individual strength by means of a premium 
on individual effort. 


There is no reasonable prospect within Ihe near future of the exhaustion 
of our fertile fields and mines, or the cessation of our i:iteilectual progress. 
Unless, then, there are within our nation some seeds of decay that cannot 
be resisted, there is no danger in building up other peoples to be our eus 
tomers, or in educating them, not only to demand American goods but to 
produce their own. 


The surest symptom of such decay would lie to cease that growth I hat 
is as natural to the national life as to other forms of vitality. 
'1 lie nation 
that ceases to grow is already dead. 
Whenever, ii ever, we set ourselves 
seriously to the task of preserving what we have already gained, and arc 
satisfied rn do nothing further to extend our iniiucnce ami to increase ,,ur 
national weltare, then the period of decadence will already lie at hand and 
our nation will thenceforward hasten on the downward path. 


In spite of Dubois and those like minded we have not as jet reached 
that, point. 


American industry, American society, American manufactures

A nyone thin k in g of rais­ 
ing ostriches will be glad to know th a t 
the care of the ostrich is a very easy 
and inexpensive m a tte r. 
An ostrich 
has to be kept four years before it 
arriv es a t a d ult age; it m ay then be 
expected to yield an n u a lly ab ou t tflirty 
dollars w orth of ostrich feathers to the 
owner. F e a th e r s are obtained from the 
ostrich even a t the age of one yeaer. 
but these are of small value. 
The cost 
of th " keep of an ostrieh Is no more 
th a n of a sheep: so th a t a farm er of 
v ery limited experience can easily fig­ 
u re the cost of a flock of ostriches. 
The b alm y climate of California p e r ­ 
m its the birds to rem ain In the open 
all the y ear round. 
The feathers are 
a lw a ys in d em and an d range in value 
from ten to a h undred dollars a pound. 
No m ore easy occupation can be entered 
into, an d few more profitable in the 
raising of live stock, th a n the raising 
of th e dom esticated ostrich. 
Ostriches 
live to the age of ab o u t sixty yeats; 
it h as been found th a t the climate of 
the Pacific states so uth of Cape C on­ 
cepcion is ad m irab ly adapted to the 
A frican ostrich, the stru th io camelus. 
C onstipation is. perhaps, the only m a l­ 
ady to w hich a d u lt A m erican ostriches 
are subject; this can be easily rectified 
by fhe well-known m ethods practices 
by the ostrich farm e rs of the Cape. On 
the n o urishing alfalfa th a t grows so 
readily and so plentifully in California 
the ostriches thrive; they will eat all 
kinds of grain and vegetables.

At .7 o'clock Monday 
night I 'witnessed from a point near.

"Following the: salvos of detonations 


from'the mountain, gigantic mushraom- 
shaped colUmhs'of smoke and cinders 
ascended 'into 'the clear, starlit sky 
and then spread, in a vast, black sheet, 
to the south ;and directly over my head. 
Through this •sheet, which extended a 
distance 'of 10 miles from the crater, 
vivid and • awful - lightning-like bolts 
flashed with alarming frequency. They 
followed-, a distinct path of ignition 
but were: different from lightning, in 
.that.the bolts were horizontal and not 
perpendicular.* This is indisputable evi- 
dence.of the qxplostve .oxidation of the 
gases after they left the crater.' This is 
a, most important1 observation and ex- 
plains-in part the awful catastrophe.

Denver, May 28.—The most important 
subject being discussed by the three 
national conventions assembled in Deli- 
ver so far, Is whether or not the asso- 
ciations recommend to their member- 
ship that they affiliate with the Socialist 
party. That a tremendous effort is be- 
ing made to have such an indorsement 
given is conceded by all, but whether 
or not it will prevail Is still in doubt. 
The miners and hotel and restaurant 
Employes seem very likely to adopt such 
a course, while the Western 
Labor 


union appears to be about equally di- 
vided. 


President Boyce of the Federation of 
Miners has announced that he will not 
accept the presidency for the coming 
year. His announcement has caused 
considerable 
disappointment to his 


friends, and It has also been the source 
of a great amount of discussion as to 
who will succeed him. 


Another mass meeting to discuss So- 


cialist principles was held In Coliseum 
hall tonight which was attended by a 
still larger and more enthusiastic crowd 
than attended Monday night's meeting. 
The principal speaker of the evening 
was Father Hagerty, of New -Mexico, 
who, in a ringing speech, Implored the 
delegates to adopt Socialism as the only 
means of righting their wrongs. Father 
Hagerty Is the best orator that has ad- 
dressed the delegates during their con- 
vention here. He said in. pru-t: 
"The reason the average man does 


not understand Socialism lg because he 
has not fully investigated its principles. 
The grumblings of underpaid men, the 
sad eyes of overworked women, and 
half starved condition of children calls 
for a remedy, and that remedy is in So- 
cialism. To understand the groanings 
of the downtrodden, we must labor and 
live with those who groan. As his eco- 
nomic education goes on, his eyes are 
opened, and he begins to grasp the fuct 
that in all periods of history Intelli- 
gent discontent has been the torch- 
beaver of progressandclvllixation. There 
is no more terrible doctrine than that 
which teaches the poor workingman to 
be content. The doctrine of content- 
ment Is mockery. The aged mechanic 
who has outlived his usefulness and is 
sent to the poor house; becomes to the 
public contractor an algebraic quantity 
Ho is taught on Sunday to be conten! 
and Is left severely alone the rest of 
the week. In the meantime the million- 
aires live in palaces and their sons con- 
tinue to rob the people of three-fourths 
of what they produce, Barely furnish 
'.hem enough lubricating oil to keep the 
machinery of life in motion. The right 
to earn meat itnd bread for the body Is 
prior to law and whenever law operates 
against the rights of a family it ceases 
to be right. The jingle of gold drowns 
the voice of Justice, and to straighten 
out the crookedness of law, courts of 
equity must be established. 
"The absolute and 
unbiased testi- 
mony of an editor of a New York medi- 
cal journal shows that 30 per cent, o 
those who die are less than five years 
of age. Socialism would do away with 
this, because it does away with th£ 
conditions to bring about this mortallt} 
rate In young life. Socialism will place 
the man who digs in the ditch on an 
equal basis with the man who guides 
the Intricate machinery of a large man 
ufacturing concern. Labor is the only 
source of wealth, and the sole meaa 
ure of value. The only legitimate ex 
change Is between labor and labor am 
not between idleness and toil, A cer 
tiflcate of toil is the only thing tha 
entitles a man to be called a gentleman 
in any part, of the world." •

Word reached Pueblo at 3 o'clock this afternoon that the Fountain creek was a raging torrent at the *

town of Fountain at that hour. Tho first flood water reached Pueblo at 8:50 and in three minutes the *

creek had risen ten feet. In 25 minutes the raging waters had carried away the big truss steel bridge *

at Fourth street and was going on down into the Arkansas river to do further'damage.

At midnight tonight the approaches to the Eighth street and Fourth street bridges over the Arkansas *

of them across the tracks. Great gul-

TENT DWELLERS THREATENED IN 


STORM-SWEPT FOUNTAIN VALLEY 


By Associated Press. 
-Pueblo, May 26.—Great damage .was 
done here-tonight by the ilood in the 
Fountain river which came down from 
the north' in a roaring breast of water, 
tearing loose everything in Its way. At 
Buttes station on the Rio Grande road 
the section house and other property 
.were destroyed. From there to the city 
not much of value could be reached by 
the wave and ample warning had been 


sent ahead. 
But a number of tent Eighth streets and those o£ the county 
dwellers disregarded it and had a nar- 
row escape. Two women were up In a 
tree several 
hours amid the 
noisy 
waves. Several small houses and tents 
were carried off. The three large steel 
railroad bridges of the Santa Fe, Mis- 
souri Pacific and Colorado Southern 
railroads, all within a quarter o£ a mile 
above the mouth of the Fountain, were 
torn but and no trains will.be able to 
cross for some • time. The approaches 
to the two city bridges on Fourth and 


bridge north of the city*, were under- 
mined and then torn out. The water 
main along the Fourth-street bridge 
supplying East Pueblo,- burst at a late 
hour and had to be shut off." The con- 
tents of a large lime house slaked and 
burned the building. Two carloads of 
wheat were soaked. There was much 
other minor damage. Thousands o£'peo- 
ple watched the flood for hours. The 
roar could be distinctly heard nearly 
a mile away. 


RAILROADS 
SUFFER BADLY 


' ; Undoubtedly tn'e greatest damage by 
ihe flood was suffered by the railroad 
•companies, hundreds of feet of track be- 
ing -washed out, traffic being cut off, 
bridges ' and even 
buildings 
being 
washed' away by the raging torrents 
which increased in fury as the rains ap- 
proached the proportions of a cloud- 
burst. 
About a quarter 
of a. mile below 
Kelker the Rio Grande- tracks were 
swept Away like leaves before an au- 
tumn wind, and three-quarters of a mile 
of track was washed out. So great wa» 
the volume of water that the main body 
of the stream could not contain it and 
the flood cut out an entirely new chan- 
nel for itself, hewing it way down into 
the earth-to.a depth of .30 feet. The old 
bridge near Kelker reinains, but, where 
the creek' took its .new course the rail- 
road company will be compelled to build 
a new bridge of great length In order 
to get over the stream and a long 
stretch.ot treacherous .bottomland., 
Quite as serious In its results Is the. 


washout on the same road below Foun- 
talhj'at the station called Buttes. . There 
the water spread lor miles over the 
prairie, and ia said to have reached at 
times a. depth of five feet, while the 
rushing waters carried away- not gnly 
the bridge, but the pump house and the 
section bouse, and .moved the station 
from its foundations. Here it will be 
necessary to build a 100-foot bridge, as 
well as to do an enormous amount of 
filling and grading. 
•General Superintendent Bagan of the 
D. & B. G. with a. force of from 200 to 
30Q men has been on the scene of action 
since early yesterday afternoon and will 
work night and day to repair the dam- 
age which the storm has wrought, but it 
will bo fully 24 hours before a train can 
be run over the line to Pueblo.

tends to preserve them, to Interfere with 
the rigid enforcement of every law 
which conduces to their moral welfare 
and their future happiness.

Cases have appealed to me no strongly 
that my sympathies and feelings have 
been aroused until I can no longer re- 
strain them.

"I have not thus spoken to you In 
anger, but sorrow and chagriri, to be 
compelled to the conclusion that you 
are responsible for many of the condi- 
tions I 'refer to. If the surroundings of 
these children are tainted with the foul 
and pestilential vapors of the evils re- 
ferred to, how do you expect us to save 
the child? What would you expect me 
to do with a case such 
I have re- 
ferred to? 
It is hardly an exaggera- 


tion of others. 
To reform the boy at 


home I am confronted" with the back 
end of a brothel In a supposedly re- 
spectable part of the town, against the 
very bed chamber of the child. Do you 
wonder a six-year-old

Reclaiming Our Deserts, 
' 


The desert still maintains its fast- 


nesses in the west. 
There are some 


spots better entitled to the name than 
others, but each year these fastnesses 
are shrlnking'before the advance of hu- 
man enterprise, as the water might rise 
over the land, leaving the high and dif- 
ficult places to the last. So these Islands 
are scattered through several states and 
.errltories, mostly In Arizona, New Mex- 
ico, California, Nevada, Utah .and Ore- 
gon, 
In the great valley lying between 


the main ridge of the Rocky mountains, 
on the east and the Cascades, Sierra 
Nevada and the Coast range on the 
west. Chief among them are the Mo- 
have desert, in southeastern California, 
a territory as large as Switzerland; the 
Colorado and Gila deserts of south- 
western Arizona and southern Califor- 
nia; 
the marvelous Painted desert of 


northeastern Arizona; and the Great 
Salt Lake desert of Utah. 
Opening 


northward from the Mohave desert lies 
Death valley, perhaps the most desolate 
and forbidding spot in America, though 
comparatively small in extent. Yet there 
are few places even In 
these 
desert 


strongholds that are wholly without life 
of one sort or another, and a large pro- 
portion of them could be reclaimed, if 
water were available. 
Even as it Is, 


not one can bar human activity, rail- 
roads have been built directly across 
three of the worst of 'them; mines, are 
being opened, and oil wells driven; land 
is being reclaimed by irrigation; and 
even in the fastnesses of Death valley 
there are many mining camps and an 
extensive borax industry. In all the 
west, look us you will, you will llnd no 
desert moro pitifully forlorn, more de- 
serted, more irreclaimable, and 
more 


\yorthles8 than the man-made deserts of 
northern 
Wisconsin 
and 
Michigan, 


where fire hast followed the heedless 
lumberman and spread ti black and lit- 
tered waste thousands of square miles 
in extent, where once grew a splendid 
green forest ot pine. One is beautiful 
with the perfected grandeur into which 
nature molds even the mast unpromis- 
ing material; the other is hideous, gro- 
tesque, pitiful, a reminder of the reck- 
less wastefulness of man.— (From the 
June Century,. 


A Feat of Bridge-Building. 


The double tracks of the Pennsylvania 


railroad cross the Schuylkill river at Gi- 
rard avenue, Philadelphia, on a stone- 
arch bridge with a single steel-truss 
span over the middle -channel. 
This 


was recently replaced in fifteen minutes 
without the least delay or interruption 
to the almost continuous traffic of long 
heavy freight-trains and high-speed ex- 
presses which cross the bridge every 
hour In the twenty-four, without ob- 
structing the river. A temporary steel 
span was built alongside the'Old one 
and at a lower level, so that Its top 
was a little below the bottom of the old, 
structure. On Ibis was erected, In the 
usual way, the complete new span with 
the tracks laid on it. Powerful hoisting 
engines were'set oir platforms at the 
ends of the old span on the opposite 
sides of the bridge, and operated if our 
sets of tackles, by which, after the 
tracks had been cut, both spans, weigh- 
ing together nearly

known to us the desire of your com- 
pany for our good will and assistance. 
It was unanimously voted to be the 
sense of our board that I should ex- 
press to you as president of the Louis- 
iana Purchase Exposition company, and 
to the senators and representatives in 
congress from the state of Oregon, our 
hearty.good will for the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition and our concurrence In 
the wisdom 'of a postponement of the 
time of opening until 1904, and to be- 
speak our hearty cooperation in any 
step that may be required to be taken 
to Insure the success of your ente'rprise. 
In carrying out the instructions of the 
board of directors, it affords me pleas- 
ure to assure you of the groat interest 
of this corporation and of the people of 
Oregon In your exposition, and to ex- 
press the sincere hope that your efforts 
will be rewarded with the full measure 
of success. Ties of friendship, old and 
enduring, bind Oregon to its sister state 
of Missouri, It was from Missouri that 
Lewis and Clark started on their jour- 
ney to the Pacific ocean and It was to 
Missouri that they returned. The fur 
trader whose field of operations was the 
region of the headquarters of the Mis- 
souri and the Columbia outfitted at St. 
.Louis, and it was towards St. Louis 
that the trapper looked when his packs 
of beaver were ready to go to market. 
All of the trails of the immigrants and 
the traders that led to the west had 
their eastern termini in Missouri. 
In 


the great struggle in congress that end- 
ed In the extension of American sover- 
eignty over the region between the 42nd 
and 49th parallels, and west of the 
Rocky mountains, Oregon's cause was 
championed by Missouri's statesmen, 
Linn beginning the fight In the senate 
in 1838, and Benton continuing it to 
final triumph in 184S. Among the pion- 
eers of Oregon in the early days Mis- 
souri had a. larger representation than 
any other single state. In more recent 
times, the proposal that the city of

The bank's staff was complete ex- 


cept fbr the absence of a "specialist in 
the art of making friends."

man was employed and put in charge 
of the out-of-town department.

He ac- 
quired the "convention habit" and went 
wherever bankers congregated. 
That 


strengthened his connections and mado 
his Institution known throughout the 
United States. The effect was magical. 
Business poured in from 
all sections 


until the volume ot out-of-town ac- 
counts surpassed all previous records. 
That done the bank organized itself 


Into "a financial department store." It 
adv'.sed correspondents that anything 
desired'ln New York could be obtained 
by telegraph without expense to the 
purchasers beyond the actual 
outlay. 


One correspondent bank 
reported 
a 


scarcity of female labor and asked to 
have nine servant girls secured and 
shipped ivest at once. They went the 
next. day. Another asked 
to 
have 


flowers sent to a friend aboard a de- 
parting steamer. That order was filled. 
A western bank wanted its New York 
correspondent to intercede 
with 
the 


customs officials to expedite the arrival 
of a friend aboard an incoming steam- 
f r . 
It saved the traveler two hours' 


delay. 
Another bank requested that 


the New York institution attend to the 
comfort of a friend who was to under- 
go a serious operation at a hospital. 
Tills was done. Others sent dry goods 
to be exchanged, wanted the bank to 
buy wedding gifts, and see to the trans- 
portation of friends from one railroad 
station to another. All these things in- 
volved the expense of money, labor and 
energy. But they were worth while.— 
(W. J. Boies in The World's Work. 


• Linking North and South America 


Experience the world over has proved 


that the 'development of the natural 
resources of a country follow the es- 
tablishment of railway communications 
and a railway system bringing all the 
republics of this hemisphere into touch 
with each other would lead, more than 
anything else to the development of the 
southern republics, especially in the in- 
terior. It is possible now to bring to 
markets from points not reached by 
railroads only such products as can be 
hauled on pack-mules, or otherwise, to 
the Seaports for export, and the points 
at which vessels can touch are often 
hundreds of miles apart. 
Shipments 


can be made to and from places every 
few miles on a railroad. 
Great areas 


of mineral deposits and of rich timber 
and agricultural lands in Central and 
South 
America 
lie 
practically un- 


touched because of the lack of trans- 
portation facilities. 
The statistics of 


most of these countries show that so 
far only the sections contiguous to the 
sea have been developed. 
Not only 


would such a railway line aid In devel- 
oping territory now practically Inacces- 
sible, and thus 
add to the 
general 


wealth of the countries traversed, but 
the Increased facilities afforded would 
result in competition between rail and 
steamship transportation in the regions 
now depending entirely on the latter. 
Competition is the life ot trade, and 
while more direct and increased water 
republics of America are needed, and 
should be encouraged, both rail and 
water communication are required for 
full growth and development. 


A country or section of country with- 


out, railroads Is behind the times and 
cannot successfully compete with re- 
gions 
possessing 
these 
advantages. 


When the first railroad from the Miss- 
issippi river to the Pacific was built, 
many doubted whether it would pay, 
as the country to be crossed was even 
to a greater extent uninhabited. Now 
.there are several lines, all paying, and 
the rapid development of the great west 
of the northern republic, largely owing 
to railroad facilities, has beven the won- 
der of the age. The interior of the 
United States, 
especially 
west 
and 


southwest, like the interior points of 
the southern republics, would be most 
benefited by the establishment of a 
continental railway, because these sec- 
tions would then have closer and more 
direct communication with each other.

Eomo mysterious reason, a heaven for workingmen. Listen to some 
facts*

"The city of SEaBhington was built by workmen who got not 


more than 50 cents a day. Diggers, choppers, hod carriers got $70 a 
year, working from sunrise to sunset. Compositors at the same time 


i got as.much as 1 8 a week; this was thought very extravagant. They 
-got this high pay, first, because only educated men could set type, 
and pecond, because they were persistently striking. It was their 
custom in those days to have a strike once a year. They get $30 
a week now,sand they are able to support their families decently, 


"A;s7rece^itlr as 1844; in- New Hampshire, factory girls worked 


from 5 in the' morning till 1 at night, with 15 minutes for breakfast 
and 30 minutesrfor dinner. They were paid from $1.25 to $2 a week. 
Persistent labor union fights have changed this. The souls of the 
factory girls, unlike their bodies, were not neglected. 
They had to 


attend church regularly or be discharged. 
This, combined with 


their working hours, prevented their wasting time in frivolity.' 


"Unions are powerful and respected now, but they have had a long 


fight and It is not yet ended: One hundred years ago it was against 
the law to combine for higher wages. At the beginning of the cen- 
tury some New York sailors struck for ?14 a month. They hired a 
hand and paraded. Their leader was arrested and locked up until 
the strikers surrendered and promised to work for $10 a month. 


"At this time Government employes in Washington struck for 


10 cents an hour. That was considered outrageous. 


The shoemakers of Philadelphia forced their wages up as high 


as $11.50 < 
: a week in 1806. Their employers arrested a lot of them. 


They were declared "guilty of a combination to raise wages," and fined 
$8 each and cpsts.

CONGRESS SHOULD ACT IN THE ANTHRACITE COAL 


STRIKE.

T 


HE anthracite coal strike in Pennsylvania has already been used as a 


pretext to advance the price of both "hard and soft coal" to the con- 
sumers of the cast. If that strike continues the price of all kinds of 


coal will be greatly advanced all over the country and If it should be a pro- 
tracted strike every coar consumer in the land will be required to pay an ex- 
orbitant price for his coal. 


It is therefore quite apparent that the strikers and the operators in Penn- 


sylvania are not the only ones interested in the present controversy. 


Aside from the humane side of the question, which alone should be suffi- 


cient to impel our national legislators to prompt and vigorous action, there is 
the question of the monetary interest of the entire public in the strike. Why 
should every coal consumer in the United States be compelled to stand the ex- 
tortions of the owners of the coal mines of the United States while some 
"pubHc carriers" (?) in the east are attempting to crush the legal and orderly 
coal mining labor unions and attempting to make their workmen perform their 
daily task at such a pittance that they can scarcely buy the necessaries of a 
miserable existence? 


Surely the great power of the federal government can in some way be in- 


voked to summarily stop such proceedings. 


Why is not the present a good time to pass a compulsory arbitration law 


for the settlement of all disputes between labor and'capital? 


Wlhy is not the present an excellent time to define a "day" for all those 


who toil with their hands and to prescribe the minimum of wages that shall be 
paid to any such working people? 


Why is not the present an excellent time to take the preliminary steps to- 


ward government ownership, or at least the strictest possible government con- 
trol, of all public utilities? 


Why should not congress once in a century give the people some needed 


and helpful legislation instead of consuming most of the time of every session 
in passing appropriation bills, in debating far-fetched subjects and in passing 
private acts for the benefit of private corporations? 


With the "beef trust" wringing exorbitant tributes from the people for 


food, and with the "coal trust" preparing to levy excessive tribute for fuel, 
with no adequate sta.te or national legislation to prevent such operations, why 
should congress not give some of its time to protecting the people against 
such unjust encroachments and oppressions? 


The United States have' been unusually prosperous during the past five 


years but how little of this sort of unjust and excessive oppression it will take 
to break the arch of triumphal prosperity and to precipitate conditions as 
onerous as those of 1893. 


There Is no doubt that by fair treatment of all classes of our people In the 


industrial world and by united efforts we can continue for years to come to 
supply the world with its largest sharp of food stuffs and of manufactured 
products, and we can continue the most prosperous nation on the face of the 
earth. 


But that just Providence that presides over the destinies of nations will 


destroy us in our might if we permit of the oppression of the weak, or the en- 
richment of the few by the starvation of the many, or the destruction of tho 
laborer by the greed of the employer. 


REDUCING MINING EXPENSES. 


I 


N THE HISTORY of every mining district there comes a time when 


it becomes necessary for managers to consider the question of reduc- 
ing operating expenses, and this Is usually accompanied by the allied 
problem of utilizing the low grade ore bodies that almost always greatly 


exceed in quantity and ease of working the richer portions of the vein. 


That mining district is fortunate in which these questions are met and 


satisfactorily settled in its earlier history, for often immense sums of money 
are wasted in doing things that have to be done over again, or that would 
have been clone differently if the question of making the mine pay had heen 
approached in the beginning in the proper way. 


The problems that are now agitating the minds of our own mine man- 


agers are of world wide interest and prevalence, and the following com- 
ments by the San Francisco Chronicle, though they relate particularly to 
California and Alaska, are timely to Colorado readers. 


Mining expenses have been reduced to a business basis by the application of 


the principles governing' manufacturing to the production of metal in a commer- 
cial form. Everything is now calculated to si nicety. This is shown in a marked 
degree in the latest annual reports of some of the best-known mining proper- 
ties in this state and elsewhere. The cost of mining and milling on.the mother 
lode has been reduced to such a fine degree that cents now count where dollars 
were not considered in the early: history of its exploitation. The last annual re- 
port of the Gwiu Mining company, snows that tne combined cost.of mining 
107,412 tons of ore and milling-107,380 tons averaged $2,6658 per ton. The previous 
year the average cost per ton was $2.72G1. The improved methods of operation 
adopted during the last fiscal year of the company saved six and three-hun- 
dredths cents in the expense. The .cost of mining tlie ore and delivering it to 
the- mill amounted to $2.2854 per tbji, or one-hundredth of a cent less than the 
average expense of the operation the year before. The major part of the sav- 
ing was effected In the milling and concentrating departments. Last year these 
operations averaged $0.3840 per ton,,against $0.4406 In the year previous. The 
oru milled yielded a total of $443,699,20, or an average of $4.132 per ton. The pro- 
cess of recovery .was so close that only $0.358 per ton o£ the average actual gold 
contents of the ore, as determined by assay, escaped into the tailings. On such 
close figuring the company was able to divide $125,000 among its stockholders. 
This represented a dividend of 12%'per cent, of the par value of the stock. 


The Onelda and the Kennedy mines have cut down the cost of producing 
gold bullion from the ore by similar economical manufacturing methods to a 
point less than $2.80 per ton, and they expect ultimately to reduce it to $2.25 per 
ton. The Keystone, which is located o.n the same vein, is said to he mining and 
delivering ore to the mill at a coat of $1.60 per ton. These mines are all obtivin- 
ins their ore between the 1,500 and 2,200-foot levels. 
The Alaskan gold quartz properties are giving even better results than these 
mother lode veins in the matter of mining economies. The January production 
of the Alaskan-Mexican mine on Douglas island averaged $2.15 per ton, or which 
70 cents per ton was profit. The total cost of production was, therefore, only 
$1.45 per ton. The Alaska-United ore yielded during the same month $1.70 per 
ton, 
but the working expenses amounted to only $1.05 per ton, which left a 


profit of 65 cents per ton, aggregating $12.741 for the month. The famous Treacl- 
well mine, located <in the same island as the two properties previously mentioned, 
produced during the last fiscal year ore yielding an average of $1.88 per ton, 
which cost an average of $1.1906 per ton. The average value of the ore ex- 
tracted since the mine began operations Is placed at $2.79 per ton; the average 
post, $1.31 per ton. From this low-grade ore and close working a total profit of 
$5,600,666 has been,obtained. 


Of course the adoptlgn of all the economical methods and appliances which 
have produced these remarkable results from auriferous rock of the lowest val- 
ues has not displaced human labor, but merely brought about conditions in 
which the largest degree of it may be profitably employed. Before the econom- 
ical methods of the manufacturing industries were introduced into mining it 
was utterly Impossible to handle such low-grade properties except at a ruinous 
loss to the owners. 


EXPANSION OR COMPETITION.

ENATOR DUBOIS of Idaho made a speech in the senate the other 


day on the Philippines bill. 
It was a much' -more sensible speech 


than some of those made recently by his fellow anti-expansionists 
but in tlie course of his remarks -he said that he was opposed to 


the development of the PhilippJaes because this country would find, if we 
keep on, that we arc building up competition for ourselves, and that the 
Filipinos will not only control their own market after a while, but they 
will prove serious competitors for us in the markets of Asia. 


Senator Dubois talks like one of the anti-American Tories, of the time 


of King George 111. who wero unwilling to have the American colonies 
develop any manufactures, shipbuilding or foreign trade of their own, be- 
cause they wanted the colonies always to be dependent upon Great Britain 
Possibly if one of those Tories were now to return, to this earth he would 
be amazed at the proportions of Anglo-American commerce, and would 
realize that the profit to British manufacturers even now upon this trade be 
tween two great nations is many times what it could ever have been if 
the colonies had remained industrially subservient to Great Britain. 


Senator Dubois talks like some of the eastern congressmen that are 


even now trying to defeat.a national appropriation in aid of Irrigation .on the 
ground that the building up of the west will Injure the east, that western 
farmers with irrigation may be able to undersell eastern farmers without 
it, and that in the end western manufacturers will take the lead of their 
eastern, competitors. If any of these obstructionists should be able to know 
the condition of affairs in the United States a hundred years hence they 
might bo willing to admit that the marvelous development'of the arid states 
Will then have created a market for eastern goods, many times greatei 
than can ever be secured by the slow development along the present lipes 
But the chances are, judging by what is going on nowi that these- same 
obstructionists, if they live to be a hundred, will gain' nothing in wisdom, 
or discernment, and at the end of that time they wln^stljl be making antl 
expansion speeches and trying tp stqp the clock of na#on$l progress.

Sugar City Prosperous, 


Mr. Francis K, Carey, the president 


of the National Sugar Manufacturing 
company, left Sugar City for Baltimore 
yesterday, after spending a week with 
General Manager Wmdfelder In an ex- 
amination of the company's beet fields 
and in going over Its affaire. In speak- 
ing of the situation, Mr. Carey said: 


"Of course ,1 am very much gratified 


indeed at the outlook. 'YVe will harvest 
beets this campaign 
from 
over 6,000 
acres, and if the present admirable con- 
ditions continue our factory will be 
taxed to Us full capacity and we will 
manufacture from 12,000,000 to 15,000,000 
pounds of sugar. This means a busy 
and prosperous year for Sugar City and 
I think every person connected with our 
enterprise. Or with the town has reason 
for congratulation. 


OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


"While 1 have always felt sure that 
we had an ideal water supply, with the 
storage protection afforded us by the 
Twin Lakes reservoirs and Lake Henry, 
the experience of this spring has made 
It clear to everybody that we have 
'factors of safety' not possessed by any 
other agricultural section of Colorado. 
While we have been practically with- 
out rain until within the past week, and 
the spring floods have been dangerously 
long delayed, so that Incalculable dam- 
age has been done to beet crops In 
other sections, whose old river rights 
were supposed to protect them from all 
possible emergencies, it is literally true 
that we have never had to even .'econo- 
mize' in the use of our water supply for 
a single hour and Twin, Lakes were, •! 
am glad to say, able to save the crops 
of some of our neighbors by lending 
water to the Holbrook, Catlin and Bes- 
semer 
ditches. 
It can no longer be 


questioned that we have a fully pro- 
tected and 
inexhaustible 
supply of 


water both, for our own great tract of 
12,000 acres.and for. bur farmers. 
The 


value of this fact to Sugar City is 
simply beyond calculation. , 


CHOPS WELL ADVANCED. 


"The reported Injury'to our fields 


from hall arid wind storms had prac- 
tically no foundation. Our crops are at 
least two weeks ahead of other Colo- 
rado sections, o\ylng to our ample water 
supply, and the only injury was done to 
a few small fields which were seeded 
later than our main acreage and which 
we.thought ,wlsfe to re-seed after the 
storms to Insure a good stand; Any in- 
jury done has been entirely disposed of 
hy this means and there Is no indication 
of any permanent harm at all. We have 
ample labor for our own 4,000 acres and 
will be able to supply labor to. our far- 
mers who need it: and as we have made 
an early start under first-class condi- 
tions we can certainly look forward to 
a prosperous campaign. As an Illus- 
tration' of our present advanced condi- 
tions, on the first of June last' year less 
than 1,000 acres of our beets were above 
ground. By the first of June this year 
nil our beets will-be up and between 750 
and 1,000 acres bunched and thinned. 
Indeed, more than 90 per cent, of our 
beets are up today, 'and we have been 
bunching nnd thinning.for a week. Our 
factory made what I believe to be the 
'record run' last year, extracting over 
13 per cent, from our beets, and some 
Jittle Improvements We are now mak- 
ing lead us to hope that we will do even 
better this,year.

THE TRUST AND BEET SUGAR. 
"I am .not undertaking to follow the 


I'umors about 
the 
purchase of beet 
sugar plants In Colorado by Mr. Have- 
meyer. Our own factory has no;con- 
nection of. any ,kind either with the 
'trust' or the American Beet Sugar 
company, and wethave no Intention of 
making any. \ My own belief, IB that the 
'sugar war' is over for good and I do 
not expect to see-it renewed this fall. 
The beet sugar Industry has come' to 
stay and will make rapid strides £rom, 
now on. It Is more than! likely that 
Mr. Havemeyer will begin the manu- 
facture of beet sugar himself, but I .do 
not think there is any reason to fear 
that he will find,it to his,interest to cut 
prices again, and a wholesome busi- 
ness competition, only 
need be ex- 
pected, which our factory not only does 
not fear but welcomes. .The time has 
come for friendly business relations be- 
tween all sugar Interests, whether cane 
or beet, and we proposa;to do our part 
to bring such relations about, but in my 
opinion the beet sugar industry was 
never in its history on so stable a fount- 
dat'lqn as now, and Its.future was"niver 
so well assured. There Is every reason 
to believe that Mr. Havemeyer has 
reached the same conclusion. If, I am 
not mistaken, and it is really Mr. Have- 
meyer'B purpose to contribute his fine 
ability and great resources to the de- 
velopment of the beet sugar Industry 
in the United States, every beet sugar 
factory which is-being: operated on a 
sound business basis with ample capi- 
tal to meet ordinary business emergen- 
cies, and:whlch will, therefore, be bene- 
fited by bona flde business competition, 
has reason to congratulate 'Itself upon 
the prospects.'"—(Sugar .City Gazette.

to be heard on all occasions. Neverthe- 
less, we are economical of speech, and 
make the 
fewest -'words express the 
most, and that is the secret of the popu- 
larity of slang—it condenses ideas.

country is much less tropical in ap- 
pearance than we expected to see; In

t6 drive all over the town. The plaza 
is most attractive. 
A beautiful mar- 


ble shaft surmounted with a statue of 
Bolivar adorns tlie center, while the 
twin towers of the handsome cathe- 
dral add much to the effect. Valencia 
also has a very fine theater, and many 
charming little gardens 
around the 


houses In the suburbs show that these 
people have much taste in this style 
of decoration. 


Simon Bolivar, the liberator, is an 


Interesting character and one begins 
to feel pretty well acquainted with 
him during a visit in Venezuela. In 
fact, one Is "Bolivared" from the time 
ha steps upon Venezuelan soil until 
he steams out of one of her harbors. 
Every town has Its Plaza Bolivar, with 
its Bolivar-statue; 
then there are 


Bolivar' streets and 
Hotels Bolivar. 


The standard coin of the country is a 
bolivar, and Bolivar's likeness adorns 
the postage stamps.

Simon Bolivar was born in Caracas 


in 1783. His education was finished 
abroad.' Returning to his native land 
in 1809 he passed through the United 
States and had an opportunity of ob- 
serving the working of our free in- 
stitutions. This very likely played an 
important part in his future career, 
for soon after he arrived in Caracas 
he identified himself with the cause 
of Independence. In 1811 the declara- 
tion of independence was signed and 
the war commenced in earnest with 
Bolivar in command of the important 
post of Puerto Cabello. 
During tna 


long years of war Bolivar had tha 
usual ups and downs but was gen- 
erally successful, considering his lim- 
ited resources. By 1817 be had risen 
to be reaognlzed commander-in-chiei 
of the revolutionary armies. 


Finally, at Carabobo. Bolivar admin- 


istered a crushing defeat fo the Span- 
ish forces and virtually ended the 
struggle, although it was not until 
1845 
that Spain acknowledged Vene- 


zuelan independence. 


Bolivar died in 1830 universally re- 


spected, and the spirit which he called 
forth in that portion ot South America 
over which he had control can never 
he extinguished. His remains now lie 
in the Pantheon in Caracas and a 
beautiful monument has been placed 
there to the memory of this remark' 
able man and adored patriot.

out. 


If the fire had been allowed to burn 


much Longer it would doubtless have 
eaten its way back to the big tanks 
and caused a terrible explosion, the 
damage 
from 
which could only be 


guessed at. 
The gasoline tanks are 


partly, underground and fully covered 
with dirt, but

which the explosive oil is run is but 
poorly protected, being almost on a 
level with the ground and covered by 
boards.

mal with the greatest deficiency, about 
6 degrees, In San Luis park and on the 
western slope. Beneficial showers, local 
in character, were confined to the north- 
eastern quarter of the state. 


The weather has been too cool for rapid 


growth and as there has been no .appre- 
ciable precipitation in the southern half 
of the state vegetation is at a stand- 
still, and the adverse conditions -have 
been'intensified by high winds and a de- 
cided shortage In the water supply. On 
the other hand very satisfactory condi- 
tions have prevailed in the northeastern 
counties and over a considerable area 
in the north-central section.
